AND THE GALATEA. 


— 


A Splendid Start- The Boston Sloop Takes 
the Lead and Keeps a Long Way Ahead of 
the English Cutter—The Sea Favorable and 
a Good Wind Blowing—Hundreds of Ves- 
sels Follow in the Wake of the Racers. 


HIGHLANDS, N. J., September 11, 9:15 a. m.— 
This was the day fixed upon by the America’s 
Cup Committee for the third of the series of 


the International races, providing that the 


sloop and cutter had each won one of the con- 
tests, but because of the grand fizzleon Thurs- 
day, the second race is the event of to-day. 
Just before sunrise this morning a heavy mist 
hung over the bosom ofthe ocean, but when 
the sun burst forth from the horizon, the fog 
began to disappear and after half an hour had 
elapsed it was gone entirely. 
THE OUTLOOK. 

9:25 a. m,—The wind appears to be steadily 
increasing. It is now quite heavy and this, 
together with a tumbling sea, is just what the 
cutter people have been crying for. The May- 
flower’s supporters seem to be satisfied with 
any kind of wind, Early this morning it looked 
as though the day would be an excellent one, 
but later it became thick outside and dark, 
threatening clouds began to roll up and it is 
possible there will be a shower 
before many hours. The Priscilla 
got outside early in the day, and 
stood up like a house under working topsails 
and lower canvas. The schooners Comet and 
Miranda came out shortly after the Pris- 
cilla. The Comet walked up onthe iron sloop 
and they had a tussie. The sea was dotted 
with white-winged craft, moving about wait- 
ing for the ae ee to come down. About 
9:30 the boat at Bay Ridge prepared to sail, and 
a few minutes later came down through the 
Narrows. Whenthey passed Gravesend Bay,the 
fleet there joined the squadron. Across the 
bay all manner of craft was seen. All the 
sailing vessels coming down are curling the 
water under their bows and leaving a long 
foaming wave. Crowds of yachting en- 
tbusiasts are filling up the beach and hotel 
verandas. Ladies 

WORE THE REGULATION YACHTING BLUE, 
and are interested spectators. While every- 
thing human down this way wants to bet on 
the Boston sloop there were not many takers, 
because the sloop showed her weatherly quali- 
ties while the wind biew on Thursday. In- 
coming trains bring hundreds of people from 
New York, who did not care to again risk their 
lives onthe steamers. The little accidents 
that resulted from the heavy fog on the last 
race day had its effect. e steamers 
Grand Republic, Columbia, Silverton, Sirius, 
Taurus, Cepheus, were by no means deserted 
and had enough people aboard to fill every 
deck. Tugs by the dozen with special parties 
aboard, came down and hundreds of fishing 
smacks brought out a good many people. The 
Nabsink Highlands offered as good a view 
as anywhere along the coast and so conse- 
quently the bluff was lined with people. 

At 8:20 the wind had freshened to about 
twenty-three miles an hour and came out from 
the northwest in gusts, and the prospects for 
an exciting race were brightening. It will be 
twenty miles to leeward, the yachts to turna 
stake boat opposite Ocean Beach.

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 
Reports from all the industrial and 
commercial centers show that the revival 
of business continues unchecked and with 
fine prospects of further improvement. 
Theiron business is fairly booming, the 
output of pig showing this year an in- 
crease of 37 per cent over the correspond- 
ing months of last year. The price of 
Bessemer rails has gone up to $35 per ton 
atthe works from $26.50 last year, and 
C. P. HUNTINGTON is reported as saying 
he has had to send some orders abroad be- 
cause there is no American steel rail mill 
which can fill its present contracts before 
1887. The largest deficiency known inthe 
British and European wheat crops since 
1879 insures us a foreign market for at 
least 100,000,000 bushels or about twice as 
much as we exported last year, andre- 
cently exportation has gone up as high as 
2,800,000 bushels in one week. Railroad 
business shows a large increase over last 
year and other proofs of a largely 
increased volume of trade are not 
wanting. The short corn crop has raised 
the price of pork, and this, with an im- 
proving wheat market to help the farmer, 
encourages country merchants to lay in 
ample stocks and stimulates all the in- 
dustries that depend directly on the farm- 
Sporadic labor troubles 
here and there still operate as a draw- 
back, but the improvement already felt 
has stimulated all lines of trade with 
cheerful assurance of a vigorous revival. 
The prospect now is that 1887 will see all 
of our dormant industrial energies called 
into full play, even without the aid of the 
big war in which the Eastern question is 
gure to involve Europe again soon.

THE SEAL STEALERBS. 


Canadian Government’s Demand 
for the Release of British Vessels. _ 


NEW Tonk, September 11.—A special from 
Ottawa, Ont., tothe Herald says: To-day the 
Oanadian Government forwarded a demand to 
Secretary Bayard, through the English Minis- 
ter at Washington, for the immediate and un- 
conditional surrender to their owners of the 
sealing vessels recently captured off the 
Alaskan coast. Accompanying the demand 


isafull statement of the case as it is under- 
stood here, anda large number of citations 
of authorities bearing out the position taken 
by the Canadian officials. 
The Herald also publishes the following 
special from „rA upon the same sub- 
ject: It is said at the Treasury Department 
that the three British schooners seized by our 
revenue cutter for trespassing in Alaskan 
waters will de released on arrival at San Fran- 
cisco. A vessel seized on similar grounds 
eighteen months ago was promptly released. 
That, however, will not prevent their owners 
from aski damages through diplomatic 
channels and when that question is presented 
the only defense our government can make is 
that the purchase of Alaska from Russia in- 
cluded its claim to jurisdiction over a certain 
area of water known as the waters thereof, 
and the waters adjacent thereto.’’ This has 
been the uniform ing of the Treasury De- 
partment ever since the contract was made in 
1870 with the Alaska Fur Seal Company, the 
object being to protect the fur seais in their 
habits and prevent disturbances which would, 
it is claimed, scatter them and compel them 
to seek other breeding ounds. The con- 
tract with the present lessees expires in 
April, 1890. Ithas been a source of revenue 
to the Government for the last sixteen 
years at the rate of 8 per cent on 
the amount aid for possessions. 
If exclusive control over the waters cannot be 
maintained, it is claimed that the presence of 
foreign vesseis there would very soon break 
— the fur seal business, at least as & monop- 
oly, and no one would care to renew the 
lease with the prospects of having their rights 
constantly interfered with by the annoying 
r of foreign vessels. Neither is it be- 
le ved by treasury officials that the govern- 
ment wouldcare to libel the seized British 
schooners to test ite claim to jurisdiction he- 
yond the shore a distance of a marine league, 
even though the Russian Government, in ite 
transfer of Alaska, claimed the right to sov- 
ereign jurisdiction over a certain area of the 
waters adjacent thereto. The British vessels 
have for several years been making profitable 
visits to fur seal waters, having landed over 
40,000 skinsflast year.

COTTON POLITICS. 


Grim Fun at an Old Time Election—Bob 
Nicol’s Proxies. 


„Several years ago, said an old timer in 
the cotton business, the St. Louis Cotton 
Exchange was not the dirnified and rather 
stupid place it is now. When it was located 
at the corner of Main and Chestnut there were 
a good many young and lively fellows among 
the members who made life interesting, if not 
always pleasant, forthe older and more staid 
members. There were Will Jackson, Bob 
Nicol, Charley Bateson, Oscar Edgerley and 
half a dozen more who were full of the spirit 
of mischief, and the pranks they ex- 
ecuted were numerous. I shail never 
forget one Christmas Eve, I think 
it was, when several of the boys, who had 
been celebrating a little beforehand, and had 
become rather hilarious, hired an express 
wagon and called at the different factors’ 
office. Uncermoniously they captured the 
head of each concern, and despite their in- 
dignant protestations and struggles, carried 
them bodily to the wagon and pitched them 
in. Then they drove to Jimmy Jordan’s 
saloon, marched them in and actually forced 
them to buy bottle after bottle of champagne. 
Most of their captives were leading church- 
men and strictly temperate, but that availed 
them nothing. They had to set up the wine. 


But one of the best things that ever happened 
was when Bob Nicol elected the officers of the 
Exchange. That was scmewheres back in 
the seventies. ‘Buck’—I mean, Wm. M., but 
he was then called ‘Buck’—Senter was run- 
ning for President and had no opponent. In- 
terest all centered in the Vice-Presidency and 
directory. . A. Paton was the principal 
candidate for Vice-President and he had the 
almost entire backing of the factors, as he 
wasthe biggest buyer here. Wm. L. Black 
ran against bim, but no one — 9 — he had 
a Khost of a show. Black thought the same, 
and publicly announced thut he would not 
run. At that time the membership was not 
much over 100. Bob Nicol was at outs with 
Paton and determined to do himup. Sohe 
went around to the outside members, those 
who seldom if ever, came to the 
Exchange, and obtained their proxies. He 
got Dave Francis, who had several member- 
ships, Matthews & Whitaker, and a good 
many others, until finally he heid sixty-odd 
proxies. This gave him a full majority and 
the power of electing whom he pleased. Why, 
he could have elected the boy who kept the 
door president if be had been so inclined. 
W hen voting commenced nearly all the ballots 
went in Paton for Vice-President. At the end 
of the first hour the vote stood twenty-four 
for Paton, four for Black. The members guyed 
Nicol a good deal when this was announced, 
Bob having openly stated that it was impossi- 
ble for Paton to get there, and 
that Black would. Nick took all the talk 
good naturedly, and merely said he had 
money to bet that Paton would not be elected. 
This drew out tne betting men and he was ac- 
commodated with several bets in the hundreds 
at odds oftwotoone, Then Bob went over 
to the voting place and cast 15 solid for Black. 
This caused the Paton men to bustle and they 

ulled enough in to bring their man up above 
0. This brought out 15 more proxies from 
Bob's pocket. Well, sir, the Paton men were 
wild. Black was already ahead, they could 
scrape up but few more votes and they were 
on to the unpleasant fact that Nicol had a re- 
serve vote that would pulli Black through with 
flying colors. But if were 
disgusted, just think the 
alarm created among some of the candidates 
for the Board of Directory, for besides voting 
for Black, Nicol had been rather indiscrimi- 
nate in his voting forthe directors, scattering 
his fayors around among a dozen or more. 
One cotton factor, who afterwards was Pres- 
dent of the Exchange, took Bob outside and 
with tears in his eyes, told him that he ha 
never yet been elected to any office; that it 
was the highest ambition of bis life to serve on 
the board, and would you, Mr. Nicol, be so 
extremely kind as to please elect me?’ Of 
course Bob couldn't stand this piteous appeal, 
and he assured the gentleman that he, Mr. 
Nicol, would see that he waselected. Bob 
elected Black and all the others he thought 
well of, not forgetting the anxious candidate, 
and he gota very nice little sum out of the 
wagers be had laid. But that was the last time 
proxies were used at an Exchange election, 
ane Paton and Nicol have never spoken 
since.

‘THE THIRD PARTY. 


NEAL DOW, THE PROHIBITION APOSTLE, 
ARRAIGNS THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 


Promises Made and Broken-—Unscrupulous 
Republican Bosses Working the Party for 
Their Own Benefit-End of the G. O. F. 
Predicted—Ruled by Western Liquor Deal- 
ers—Blaine’s Worn-Out Topics—Republi- 
cans Storming Prohibition Strongholds. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DispPaTcu. 

DAMARIGOOTTA, Me., September 11.—Neal 
Dow came down yesterday on one of the little 
Eastern Steamboat Co. s boats from Bath 
Bay, en route to Portiand, where he spoke last 
night. Two or three years older than Glad 
stone, and after a campaign as severe as that 
through which the ex-premier passed, he is as 
hearty and vigorous as a man a half century 
younger. I found him in the little box 
ofacabin and asked him how the third party 
campeign was coming out. 

‘First rate, he replied cheerfully. 

„% And do you really expectto defeat the Re- 
publican candidate?“ 

**If we had another month to work in and 
$2,000 to work with we would beat the Republi- 


can party.’’ 

‘*Why isitthat the Prohſoitionists are now 
80 anxious to defeat the Republican partvy?’’ 

We are sick and tired of the Republican 
party because it has been false to its promises to 
us. Weare going to leta river through that 
stable and wash it all out.’’ 

In what particular has the Republican 
party been unfaithful to its pledges?’’ 

ARRAIGNING THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 

It has been so continuously. I might in- 
stance one occasion three or four years ago. 
Just preceding the campaign of 1882 Senator 
Frye wrote to me saying that it was going to 
be a very important campaign and asking 
what we proposed to do. Iresponded, saying 
that if he would let me write a prohibition 
plank and have it inserted inthe platform it 
would be allright. He said, Oh, you'll write 
something that will ruin the party.’ How- 
ever, I wrote a plank which finally went in, 


one part of it being as follows: ‘And we favor 
such resolution and such enforcement of 
law as will secure to every portion 
of our Territory freedom from the 
liquor traffic. We further recommend the 
submission tothe people of a constitutional 
amendment to that end.’ That was unani- 
mously adopted and put in the platform. After 
the election we went to them to redeem their 
promise and were treated with scorn and con- 
tempt. ‘Very well,’ I said, ‘we will never 
go to another Republican Legisiature to 
put down the grog shops. We will 
take hold of the matter ourselves. The mis- 
take the Republican bosses are makin is this: 
The Renubllean party is largely made up of the 
culture and intelligence of the country, and 
the bosses think they can induce these ele- 
ments to follow on steadily in their policy and 
uphold the liquor traffic. They will find they 
are mistaken. The Republican party in Maine 
by two-thirds, ifnot by three-fourths, are in 
favor of prohibition, buta few unscrupulous 
Republican bosses work their party there as 
a personal property for their own benefit, ir- 
respective of the general good.’’

END OF THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 

„What Is going to be the outcome?’’ 

This is what is going to happen: When the 
Republican party fails at the next Presidential 
election, as it will, there will be an end of the 
Republican party. We don’t expect to carry 
through our measures by the election of a 
Democratic Legislature. The Democratic party 
wouldn't do it. But when we get the Re- 
publican party down we a

us twenty years ago the amendments we asked 
for, there would not now have been any Pro- 
hibition party in Maine or the country. There 
would have been no excuse for ite existence, 
but now it is too late.

We are hearing of wonderful practice times 
at Lynn and Springfield. But we must re- 
member they are made with flying starts.’’

The news will, no 
doubt, also be very painful to Secretary- 


Editor Aaron who, only two weeks ago called 
the flying start idea a ‘‘vagary.’’ 

It will also be very painiul to the Bicycling 
World which the other day gave as a reason, 
or rather an excuse, for advocating the 
standing start, that it was the uniform 
way and that uniformity is the thing. 
But with the stool start in use in England it is 
not easyto see how uniformity is secured. 
A atart from a stoolis by no means the same 
asa push off, and the World ought to know 
that in prating of ‘‘uniformity'’ it lays itself 
liable to the imputation ot ignorance. No 
doubt the editor will at once see his error and 
begin to advocate the stool start, so as to 
secure uniformity with England. Meanwhile 
he should not lose sight of the fact that the 
uniformity isso obscure that the racers at 
Springfield and Lynn, according to the re- 
liable Chairman of the Racing Board, use the 
flying start in practice. As it is generally 
understood that a man does best what he bas 
practiced, the Bicycling Worid might do some 
very profitable teaching of uniformity to the 
untutored champions. 

THE HARTFORD TOURNAMENT.

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A DIABOLICAL DEED. 
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DYNAMITE USEDIO DRSTROY LAKE SHORE 


RAILROAD ROPERTY. 
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A Bomb Thrown in the Signal Tower at the 


Wrecked— Damage Estimated at Many 
Thousands of Vollars—The Act an Attempt 
to Wreck a Passenger Train—A Would-Be 
Train-Wrecker Caught in the Act of 


. Throwing a Switch. 


| OxnIcaco, September 11,—The war against 
‘the Lake Shore Railroad Company in the town 
ot Lake has bgoken ont afresh, this time in a 


new and dangerous manner. The latest 
method is the use of explosives, and an at- 
tempt to destroy the property of the company 
might have involved the loss of life. A few 
moments before 12 o’clock last night James 
Caivin, the night operator, was sitting in the 
signal tower of the Lake Shore Company at 
the intersection of the Main and Stock Yards 
tracks. The tower is thirty feet high and in 
it is machinery by which the switches, 
signals and gates for a long dis- 
tance along the line of the road 
are turned. Calvin was alone in the top of the 
tower and had noticed nothing unusual, when 
he was suddenly startied by seeing a column 
of smoke arise at one side of the structure. 
It was bright moonlight, so that he was aware 
of the nature of the cloud, and in an instant 
later his little room was completely filled with 
a blinding smoke which almost suffocated 
him. Calvin started to rush down the stairs 
to investigate the cause of the unusual phe- 
nomenon. Ashe reached the landing below 
A DEAFENING EXPLOSION 
took place, and at that moment Calvin saw the 
figure of a tall, siender man dart away from 
the building. The man ran west toward-the 
stock yards, and was lost in the labyrinth of 
cars which cover the tracks. At this instant 
an explosion occurred. Calvin was thrown to 
the ground with extreme force, and his hat 
was blown off his head through a window. 
Such was the force of the explosion that a 
number vf tooly were lifted from the 
floor and crashed through the win- 
dows. Calvin did not lose conscious- 
ness, and after pulling nimself together, 
rushed outon the tracks. Officers Donovan 
and Costello were on guard at the time at the 
Root street crossing. They heard the detona- 
tion and ran tothe tower, where they found 
Calvin terribly frighteped. Then a search of 
the tower was made and it was rewarded by 
the finding of a twenty-inch piece of shattered 
gas pipe. Close to it was a package of some- 
thing which looked like cotton, which had 
been soaked in some kind of dark liquid. 
Smoke was coming from it and bright sparks 
were thrown off. A bottle containing what is 
supposed to be an acid was picked up near by. 
THE TOWER FRONT SHATTERED. 

The door of the.signal tower was ajar and 
the dangerous explosive had been thrown on 
the floor. The explosion shattered ali the 
glass front of the house. In the cellar are the 
batteries used forthe electric signals: There 
were 100 battery cells in the room, and of 
these thirty-four were broken. Not only this, 
but the pneumatic tubes, also used in the 
signalling were torn and twisted and the 
whole system was utterly rnined. It will take 
thousands of dollars to repair the damage. 

DISCOVERY OF MORE EXPLOSIVES. 

When daylight came, another search was 
made for more explosives. There is a little 
shed at the rear of the tower. In this a small 
bundle srpposed to contain another explo- 
sive, was picked up. It was wrapped in paper 
and tied with a black cord. It was soaked in 
some substance, and was laid in an old mat- 
tress. The pol.ce were afraid to open it and 
it was removed t» the Town Hall. 

THE DIABOLICAL DESIGN. 

Calvin had only been in charge of the tower 
a little while, having relieved William Nevins. 
What makes the attempt more dastardly is the 
fact thatthe outward bound passenger train 
No. 12, was due at the townafew minutes 
after the explosion occurred. The theory of 
the police is that the wreckers hoped to blow 
up the tower, and when the passenger train 
came along tothrowaswitch and thus the 
train would have plunged into the mass of 
freight cars that liné the side tracks. The ex- 
plosion would have done greater damage had 
the door been closed after the package was 
ignited. : ! 

OTHER ATTEMPTS. 

There were also other attempts at destroy- 
ing property on the Lake Shore Road last 
night, one of which was successful, the other 
resulting in the arrest of the man concerned 
in the affair. About8o’clock last night the 
Lake Shore Road received from the IIlinois 
Centralatrain of twenty-eight cars. While 
these were being taken over the Root street 
crossing a switch was thrown after about half 
the cars had passed, causing a general wreck, 
Fifteen of the cars were derailed, and al- 
though no loss of life or serious damage re- 
suited, the contents of the cars were badly 
shaken up. | 

CAUGHT IN THE ACT. 

About midnight John Fagin, an ex-switoh- 
man of the Lake Shore Road, was arrested at 
Forty-third street just as he was about, it 
is charged, to throw a switch, with the pur- 
pose of derailing a train drawn by engine No. 
532. The arrest of Fagin was made by one of 


the Pinkerton officers, who are still guarding 


the Lake Shore tracks at that point, the 
prisoner being taken to the Harrison 
street station and locked up. 
Fagin was seen in his cell this 
morning. His explanation of the affair is as 
follows: In company with a man named 
Murphy, who is also an ex-Lake Shore 
switchman, he was walking along the tracks 
and claims that neither of them noticed the 
approaching train until it was so close to 
them that they were separated by it. He says 
that when arrested by the Pinkerton officer he 
was looking under the train as it passed to see 
if any harm had come to Murphy. 
THE PERPETRATORS KNOWN. 

The Lake Shore officials when they heard of 
the attempt to blow up the signal tower were 
greatly exercised. Superintendent Amsden 
immediately went to Fortieth street to make 
investigations. The officers ofthe road knew 
nothing of the circumstances other than 
what they had heard from meager reports. W. 
B. McIntosh, chief of the detective rorce of 
the company this morning said that up to 
yesterduy the attempts to destroy the prop- 
erty of the company had been confined to 
points at some distance north and south of the 
Forty third street yards, The police had con, 
fined themselves to a surveillane of the 
points at which these attacks had beer®made 
and the signal tower had been left entirely 


+ unprotected, Mr. MoIntosh further said that 


he was sure he knew who had committed the 
outrage last night, and that he would have 
them all under arrest within forty-eight 
hours. He bas sent out all the available 
men under his supervision and a determined 
effort to apprehend the perpetrators ie now 
being made.

A Preferred Director. 


Judge Dillon rendered a decision this morn-

While the law re- 
mins that an insolvent corporation may pre- 
fer one ot its officers an directors over 
other creditors the director re-

Whena«a man has obtained property in a man- 
ner which the law regards as vulid it should 
not be taken from. him unless a sufficient 
cause for doing 80 has been 
satisfactorily estublished by compe- 
tent evidence. A man’s property should 
not be taken away from him on mere sus- 
picion. The person who takes it should be 
able to point with certainty to the fact which 
justifies the taking. The validity of the debt 
secured inthis case was virtually admitted 
and the case went to the jury really on the 
single issue, whether or not more 
property was conveyed than was reason- 
ably sufficient to pay the debt secured. 

The jury found in favor of the defendants on 
what the Court holds to have been insuflicient 
evidence and it cannot reconcile it with any 
sense of duty to aliow the verdict to stand.

A POLICEMAN’S PISTOL. 


MINNIE GARGUS ACCIDENTALLY KILLED 
BY JAMES J. HARRISON. 


An Embrace that Relaxed at Death — She 
Knew It Was Loaded, but Wanted to Look 
at It Close—A Distressing Scene in a House 
of Wretched ness. 


A few minutes before noon to-day Minnie 
Gargus, known to the demi-mondaine as 
Myrtle Cole, wus accidentally shot by a pistol 
in the hands of James J. Harrison, an emer- 
gency special in the Police Department. 
She died about an hour afterward. Dr. J. R. 
Herriford,who was passing the house in which 
the accident occurred, 311 South Sixth street, 
kept by Lou Turner, and hearing a woman had 
been shot, went in. Dr. J. B. Coryell was 
calied. The two physicians could do 
nothing. The bullet entered the lower portion 
of the heart or immediately beneath it, and 
the hemorrhage was wholly internal. The 
woman was laid on the only bed on the 
ground floor by ber sisters in shame 


and only spoke atew words which were lost 
in the excitément. She died with all the — 
ing women about the bed, gasp ng painfully 
as the internal flow of blood forced its way in- 
to all cavities and fissures, and then ceased 
tolive. The story ofthe shooting as told b 

the women who were eye-witnesses is as fol- 


lows: Policeman Harrison was an 
intimate friend of the woman, and 
called on her this morning. she 


greeted him in the parlor of the house, where 
the other women in Mother Hubbards and 
more advanced dishabille were — 2 She 
threw her arms around his waist, and in hug- 
ging him ferocionsiy, felt the pistol in his hip 
pocket. She drew it out, saying, I've seen 
this before. I want to see how it looks close. 
He tried to take the weapon out of her 
hands, saying: ‘‘Hold on, that’s dangerous to 
fool with. The woman struggled 
to retain it but Harrison took it from her. She 
grasped it again. Harrison then had the 
handle in his hand and she pulled the holster 
off. Atthat momentthere was an explosion 
and the woman was fatally wounded. 

She was far from being a handsome woman, 
being amg | a sallow-faced country girl, with 
obtruding chin and high cheekbones. She was 
nearly 19 years old, yet looked at least 25. 
Her life of shame was but little more 
than a year, yet it had stamped 
her indelibly with thatawful depraved sto- 
lidity characteristic in women of her state. 
She had a history as common as those 
women. Her father lives in Salem, II. 
There she was born and ralsed. A 
young man seduced her while she 
was out at service at Carlyle, III. A berber 
took her under his protection and brought her 
to St. Louis. st June, fearful of 
being deserted by this man who 
had placed her in a bagnio 
she took Po was taken to the Dispen- 
sary, pumped out, and later locked up atthe 
Four Courts. Policeman Harrison had charge 
of her and became acquainted with her on 
that occasion. When she recovered from her 
dispair and morphine she resumed her liie at 
Mme. Turner's. It was a wretched existence. 

Harrison was taken to the Four Courts by 
Policeman Griffith. He was held there to 
awuit an investigation. He says: I was 

oing home, having been relieved from duty a 
ew minutes before, and was crossing Sixth 
street on Clark avenue, when Myrtle Cole 
called me. I went into the house and she put 
her arms about me. She took my pistol out, 
and when I tried to take it away from her it 
went off and wounded her.’’ 

Harrison is a new man, not having risen to 
the rank of patrolman. He is unmarried and 
lives at Seventh and 0 Fallon streets. He isa 
better educated man than the average patrol- 
man and has always been well considered on 
the force.

CAREFULLY WATCHED. 


Wagons Loads That Were Tenderly Treat- 
ed—A Heavy Silver Shipment. 


Yesterday afternoon four express wagons 
drove up to the Custom-house. Presently 
several men came down carrying white 
canvas bags, which they deposited in the 


wagons. Passers-by wondered why several 
men remained with each team while the 
others were carrying out the bags. The 
watchers never took their eyes off the 
little sacks that were rapidly filling up the 
box, and theirhands wandered back several 
times under their coat tails, as if they 
wanted to assure themselves that a 
certain thing was there. The loading up 
was rapidly accomplished, but at the 
same time with unusual care. 
Every detail of arrangement was 
attended to scrupulously, and after the 
burden bearer laid his load in the box one of 
the watchers fondled it tenderly and 

acked it away more securely, as 
hough each bag contained some 

recious little infant. When the last bag had 

een loaded, several of the men carefully took 
their positions where they could see every 
part ofthe wagon-box, and then the teams 
rattled away down toward the depot.

them. The total weight of the shipment was 
18,200 pounds, ‘or nearly seven tons. The

THE WATER WE DRINK, 


A STORY SURE TO CHECK THE PROHIBI-. 


TIONIST MOVEMENT. 


Some of the Awful Animaicule@ to Be Found | 


in Croton Water—Bugs that Are Sugges- 
tive of Delirium Tremens—A Potent Rea- 
son for the Boiling of Water Intended for 
Drinking Before Using It. 


In the current number of the New York Sani- 
tary Era Mr. John Michels contributes a brief 
but startling essay on the well-known subject 
of the impurities of our Croton water. His ac- 
companying diagrams ure enough to set peo- 
ple to thinking, if not enough to put a stop to 
drinking. He says: 

The forms of life found in the Croton water, 
as shown on a plate, are not fancy sketches or 
reproductions from the researches of others, 
but were actually seen by me by the aid of a 
compound microscope and sketched under my 
direction and observation by an expert artist 
employed for the purpose. 


Water flea and cyclops. 

„Within the circle aquatic animal forms are 
shown. Tothe right the oval-shaped body 
with projections from the head is the little 
water fea. Underis another Cyclops seen in 
profile. The two small animals with six legs 
are the young of the same species. The round 
object with five pair of legs is the Ergulas, a 
parasite which attaches itselftothe exterior 
of fishes by two suckers, which can be seen 
as two circular spots. The small object near 
the centre, being an irreguiar-shaped body 
with finger-like projections, is the Ameba, a 


little living mass of potoplasm. 

‘*The small circles, showing granulations in 
the center, ate the ova or ers ot the mucb- 
dreaded tape-worm (tenia solium). 

The agly-iooking object at the bottom of 
the circle is only occasionally found in the 
Croton water, and during a few weeks only. 
It is not an aguatic animal, and is foreign to 
the water, but it appears in such vast numbers 
that many are foundin every giass of water, 
but too minute to be seen by the naked eye. 
I found them ali dead, with a jeily-like mass 
of putrescence around them. During their 
presence the water has a nauseating odor and 
bad taste, and is dangerous to health. At the 
time I first discovered these rotten narasites I 
reported the fact to the New York Board of 
Heaith, and was told that the condition of the 
water was causing much alarm, but they could 
notaccount for its bad state. I give an en- 
larged drawing of this animal in the second 
circle, by itself. 


Something truly awful. 

The third circie incloses specimens from 
Lake Erie, at Cleveland, by C. M. Vorce. The 
first circle represents the vegetable forms 
found in Croton water, and being carefully 
drawn wili bear enlargement with a hand 
macnifying glass, aud will then be seen to 
better advantage. They are too numerous to 
describe in detail. Most of them, such as the 
Desmediacemw, are of a bright emeraid green 
when alive, and one of their forms may be 
noticed in the center ofthe circle, star-like in 
shape. 

‘*There are also diatoms having a covering 
of pure silex. They are, in fact, glass vegeta- 
bles. They are among the most extraordinary 
objects seen with the microscope, and so 
small as to test its highest powers. 

Various kinds of alge ure also shown. These 
drawings by no means represent all the living 
forms found in the Croton water, but merely 
those observed at the date of inspection. The 
hydra shown is at times very pientitul, and 
entirely covered the rocks in the tanks of the 
New, York Aquarium, appearing as a soft, vel- 
vety surtace. There is every rexson to believe 
that the ova of Tenia echinococcus, the most 
dangerous kind of tape worm, are present in 
drinking water, as cases of deaths from this 
cause have recently come under my own ob- 
servation in Newark and New York City. The 
ova of this parasite change to the larval form 
and invade every organ of the human body, 
cure or relief are alike impossible, and a 
lingering, paintul death surely ends the suffer- 
ings of the patient.

All matters immediately derived from 
imal life are objectionable in drinkin 
because of our uncertainty as to their exact 
nature, and therefore, as to their effects, not 
to mention the offensiveness of their origin to 
our ideas. Such living icles are too prob- 
ably full of power for mischief to make their 
ingestion in any case safe. They may be capa. 
bie of developing into human parasites, or 
they may give rise to —" disease, or, dur- 
ing the putrefacion ey have to undergo 
after their vitality has oe away, they may 
very likely give rise to fever and to functional 
2 of the nervous and alimentary sys- 

ms. 


The late Dr. T. Spenser Cobbold, . R. 8., 
one Of the best authorities on internal para- 
sites, states: 1 have already incidentally 
alluded to the undoubted fact of the existence 
of larval parasites in impure water, but it re- 
mains for me to show that parasitic larve may 
abound in water apparently pure. 

‘*A glass of water might contain numerous 
eggs and embryos of entozoa without their 
presence being visible to the nakedeye. Peo- 

le suffer from entozoa which m. ust have been 
ntroduced into their systems with drinking 
water. Pond, ditch, lake, and even river 
water may also contain the ogee of the tape-

worm (Fonte o-canellat We are also 
exposed to the invasion of the young of the 
terrible tapeworm Tanta echinococcus. Hun- 
dreds of them may be in a single glass of 
water, any one of which gaining entrance to 
the stomach would endanger human lite. No 
one need be exposed to ths danger, for even 
doubtfuily pure water may be drunk with im- 
punity if carefully filtered with a proper ap- 
paratus.’’ 

Dr. Edwin Lancaster, F. R. S., of England 
in conciuding an article on the danger of using 
unfiltered water, observes: I might add a 
long list cf other diseases which on competent 
authority are known to be produced by impure 
water, but I hope I have said enough to show 
how necessary itis for our daily welfare that 
pure water should be used daiiy.’’ 


GEN. SHERMAN’S SON, 


Some Erroneous Statements Concerning His 
Life Corrected by One Who Knows. 


To the Editor of the Post Disvatch: 

Severai weeks since I read in the New York 
WORLD, under the above cuption, the Wash- 
ington correspondent’s letter, and recogniz- 
ing in it a number of errors, I regret to see it 
reproduced (this time from the Chicago Trib- 
une) in your paper. In as many otter journals 
this same letter may have done duty, only 
that economical writer may know. Feeling 
certain, however, that you would not willingly 
disseminate false impressions of any one, and 
particularly concerning Gen. Sherman's most 
estimabie family, I beg leaveto put you and 
the public right as to the most important of 
these mistakes. 


In the first place young Mr. Sherman (he is 
not yet a priest) was hardly known in society 
at all, being still a student at the time referred 
to, and his intercourse with the worid being 
confined almost exclusively tothe visitors ut 
Gen. Sherman's house. 

l um sorry to destroy the 2 romance of 
the Washingtou correspondent, but in no 
sense could Mr. Sherman have been called a 
‘*soc.ety man. ‘‘Dasning’’ he might have 
been, and ‘‘brilliant’’ and ‘‘muniy’’ we 
know heis, but he had begun no career on 
the social feld.“ No doubt it was 
expected by those who knew him only 
superficially that he would shine 
as a social star of the first magnitude, but to 
his nearer friends and acquaintances his en- 
tering a religious order was no éurprise as he 
had never made any secret of his intention to 
become a priest. Asamerelad when dining 
out with his father at the houseof a friend he 
Was accosted by one of the guests who said to 
uim: Well, Thomas, what do you intend to 
be when you area man? Will you be a ¢reat 
General like your fatuer ?? No, sir, re- 
plied the boy gravely. I intend to be a 
priest. And later, when be was well on to 
roaanhood, he never passed a Catholic churen 
without going in to say at least ashort prayer, 
even thuugh in the company of ladies, Catho- 
lie or not. This disproves the assertion that 
he had never shown any marked religious ten- 
dencies, and that he*had exhibited aspirit of 
religious indifference, etc. Notiing couid be 
further from the truth than.this. 

That Gen. Sherman has had no communi- 
cation with his son since is equally erroneous 
Mr. Sherman visited his father’s house regu- 
larly once a week while the family remained 
in St. Louis. and if at any time when out Walk 
ing be found himself in the neighborhood he 
dropped in as freely as of old and made him- 
self one of them. No one will deny that the 
son's choice of a career was a sore disappoint- 
ment to the father. that was only nutura!l; but 
it is paying a poor compliment to Gen. 
Sherman's kindness of heart and to his feel - 
ing» as a father to suy that he does not speak 
to his son or receive him at bis own home and 
elsewhere with true fatherly affection. 

Then Mr. Sherman did not study at Stony- 
hurst. I think it was at Roehampton; that is 
of little consequence; but it 1s true that he 
studied several years in England inthe same 
institution and at the same time with O’ Fallon 
Pope of St. Louis, Mr. Van Rensaeler of New 
York, andthe son of United States Senator 
Kernan of New York. They were four brilliant 
representatives of younz American manbood, 
who might have guined distinction in the 
world's theater, but who, putting aside 
eartily ambition and enjoyment as an empty 
bauble, chose to follow the Lamb whithersv- 
ever He goeth’’ for an eternal reward. 

Depend upon it, I know whereof I speak, 
there was nothing sudden in Mr. Sherman's 
decision to become a Jesuit; and there has 
been nothing romantic in his whole history. 
Susceptible maidens may have sighed for his 
attentions, Dut he never gave them, and the 
idea that he was ever engaged“! must have 
existed only in the imaginative brain of some 
one who was dreaming of what might have 
deen. 

lam well aware that this plain matter-of- 
fact story will not take as well as the spicy 
letter which has called forth this reply, but I 
should be glad for truth's sake that fe miaht 
reach a few of those who have been misled by 
that letter. JUSTICE.

A New Era in Domestic Architecture—Its Er- 
fect on Personal Character—The Value of 
a Roof—NHarmony of Color--Native Mate- 
rial—Some Pardonable Mistakes in Con- 
struction.

John Howard Payne wrote: Oh, give me 
my lowly thatched cottaye again! Wher- 
ever it is sung that line makesastrong de- 
mand upon the feelings of the listener. You 
may never have lived inathatched cottage, 
but the poetry of the idea has, nevertheless, 
its effect upon you. Suppose Payne had been 


able to make the phrase nt the metre of 
His poem, the beauty of the last line would 
have vanished it he had stricken out the word 
thatched. and had written in ite stead, ‘‘My 
lowly mansard cottage,’’ or M lowly 
cottave with the tarand gravel roof and pro- 
truding cornice.’’ 

Different people hold their homes in differ- 
ent degrees of regard, but there is no man 
who loves his home if its roof be flat and its 
ront square but who would hold it all the 
dearer if as he approached it from the dis- 
tance its great root sloped down with an air 
of welcoming and inviting shelter. Iam sure 
that the effect of a truly artistic home must be 
very great upon a chiid raised in its atmos- 
phere. Ibelieve a boy would be more re- 
loctant to wander from it and a girl much 
siower to seek other confidences and pro- 
tection than they would be if their childhood 
was spent in houses whose bold fronts re- 
pelled every impulse of affection that the 
young instinctively extend to inanimate 
things.

A foolish and lamentably weak woman, a 
foolish and equally weak man, @ little girl of 
an abnormal strength of character, daughter 
of the above and a rogue, Who was also a fool. 
Such are the materials out of which Julian 
Hawthorne has undertaken to produce a tale 
at once weird, thrilling, painfully interesting 
and strongly characteristic of the author and 
his works. The text is morphia, and of all 
subjects that he can have chosen where will 
the author find one so strongly susceptible of 
pathos and dramatic effect? The morphine 
fiend nowadays is no curiosity. We 
meet him, or more frequently her, in the 
streets; we unearth him amongst our bosom 
friends; we perceive traces of the vice in our 
most trusted employes and even in our fam- 
ily circle and those dearest to our hearts. And 
unfortunately, instead of blaming, we are too 
apt to pity; instead of striking the noxious 
reptile to the earth, we act the good Samar- 
itan and nurse it back tolife. Even the very 
men who should condemn it most bitterly, 
since too well do they know its baneful effect, 
use it as a cloak, to hide their own ignorance, 


and save temporary trouble to their patients 


and themselves at the expense of ali that 
makes life worth living to the former. 

Mr. Hawthorne has not forgotten to point 
out this fact in his story, which, by the way, 
if it has a fault, is rather too realistic. His 
heroine, a beautiful and gentle girl named 
Sallie, lost her health a year or two after mar- 
riage, principally in consequence of a little 
daughter making her appearance rather too 
previously. The mother was not sick in bed, 
after the more serious symptoms had subsided, 
but her nerves were out ot order. She suffered 
from neuralgia and generally weak health. 
The doctor prescribed morphia, which gave 
the patient great relief for a time, but, as usual, 
the pains returned with increased torce as 
soon as the drug was discontinued. Sallie was 
as innocent and ignorant as young country 
bred giris usually are. She knew nothing of 
the evil latent in the drug, aad resorted to it 
more and more until she became uneasy if a 
day passed without its use. Her husband, 
John Parmelee, had never been ill in his life, 
and knew little about drugs and their effect. 
But love sharpened his perceptions. He saw 
that his wife’s moods were more uncertain 
than they used to be; that she was unnatural- 
ly depressed at certain timos and as unnatural- 
ly stimulated at others.

Immediately after this, however, he sent 
the child to her room and indulged himself 
with an unusually large dose of his favorite 
drug, witn the result that it unhinged his intel- 
lect, and fancying that he saw his wife beck- 
oning to him, he left the house and wandered 
forth into the darkness, leaving his little child 
alone in the house. 

But Sophie had been listening to his wild 
ravings which were plainly audible in her 
room, and as oon as she found be had really 
gone in a condition which she understood as 


money entrusted to her 
decided to take it with ber, 
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brush and comb, in a little black bag, which 
she carried in her hand. Arriving at the sta- 
tion she took thetrain for New York, rightly 
conjecturing that her father had made his way 
to the metropolis, a distance of only fifty 
miles. Meanwhile the projected burglary took 
place, but owing to facts with which the 
reader is familiar, the thieves secured no 
booty.

The 
story has not a dull page in it—it is fairly true 
to a peculiar phase of American life, and well 
worth the perusal of anyone who has an hour 
or two to spare for novel reading. 

THE LA PLATA COUNTRIES OF SOUTH AMER- 
ICA. By E, J: M. CLEMENS. Philadelpnia: J. B. 
Lippincott & Co 1886. 1 vol., cloth, 16mo. 
The La Plata Countries of South America“ 

is from the pen of a gentleman—a clergyman— 

from whom we have already heard a good 
deal about life in the Northern Hemisphere. 

Into the volume before us, however, Mr. 

Clemens condenses all his experience and 

knowledge, the result being a very interesting 

work on a subject with which few people are 
extensively acquainted. In preparing to start 
for the Argentine Republic in the beginning of 
the year of 1880, expecting to find a journey of 
afew days before him, our author found that 
he had reckoned without his steamship guide. 
In order to reach Montevideo the 
traveller has a journey of from 
eight to ten thousand miles beforé him; con- 
siderably further than from New York to India 
or China, and involving one degree more of 
latitude than if he should start from the 
equator and land at the North Pole. After 
considerable hesitation, the route via England 
was selected, as beingthe cheapestand most 
expeditions way of reaching the desired point. 

On his way tothe British coast through the 

St. George’s Channel the author suffered 

shipwreck and a rather patbetio account of 

the incident and its resuits is given, which, 
however, we suall, for obvious reasons, leave 
our readers to peruse for themselves. 

At San Antonio, while waiting for coaling, 
an amusing scene took place. The coul is 
brought from British mines, in British vessels, 
and stored there fer British gains. But the 
handling is all Portuguese. On anaverage it 
requires twenty-four hours’ labor of fifty men 
to discharge 150 tons in the hold of a ship 
which lies haif a mile from shore, or farther. 
The coal is towed out in tub-like iron - clad 
barges drawn up by crane and emptied by 
hand into the hold. 

On this occasion the last three barges were 
towed out together and had been emptied, 
when through the dense ciouds of coai dust 
we were treatedtoarure bit of impromptn 
acting—‘‘true to the life’’—the only action 


with the semblance of life, in auy wav con- 
nected with the business that had for two aud 


a half days ‘*dragged its slow 
length along. By some Oversight 
the steam tug started towards shore 


with the three barges in tow, and had straight- 
ened the cable connecting them, when it was 
discovered that the last one was still tied to 
the ship. Stopped by the cable’s strength, the 
occupants of the three barges rushed back and 
forth, wildly gesticuiating, their loose cotton 
arments fluttering in the wind, while stra 
ts of coal flew from barge to barge and struc 
the water in Sone eee ineffectiveness. The ut- 
ter unintelligibility of the torrentof sound that 
oured from all mouths at once, accompanied 
— indescribable grimaces and contortions 
left a vauue wonder whether a scene from the 
‘*Inferno’’ was being enacted or the missing 
link’’ found. At last the tug came back. Two 
men from it ran through the barges, cut the 
offending rope with a hatchet and 80 
hastily retreated to seemingly safer quarters 
than within arm’s length of their excited 
companions ‘The babbie of exe ted ualterca- 
tion floated back to us as ourgwn engine be- 
an to add its volume of smoke to the over- 
anging darkness and our prow was once 
more turned toward the Southern Seas. 


Another amusing scene occurred at San An- 
tonio, where the boys bathed, swam, ducked 


and dived in the surf. 

Nude boys came in skiff loads and a short 
distance from the ship leaped into the sea re- 
gardiess of the sharks, with which they dis- 

utea the wate element. Some swam ail 

he way from their isiands to join in the 
‘‘varlety performance, which is extremely 
ludicrous. The audience on deck pay fur the 
show by bits of money thrown into 
the water. When a penny is thrown 
down the divers swoo 
gulls after a crumb. 
tor thrusts the coin into his mouth 

ockets his wardrobe affords, and 
quickly to the surface motions to throw him 
another. Nor do these enterprising youths 
hesitate to „ to their audience that sil- 
ver is more easily seen in the water than cop- 
per. One coin was so nearly the prize of each 
of two contestants that an altercation 
ensued, in which he who had failed seemed to 
accuse the winner of unfairness and, as a final 
argument in the case, seized him by the throat 
and choked — until the coin dro ped from 
his mouth. But before he could e advant- 
age of the stratagem another little fellow 
darted under them, secured the prize and 
swallowed it. Spoiler and spoiled showed an 

ual inclination to choke the interloper 

when his opened mouth showed the useless- 
ness of further action all faces and all hands 
were in directed toward the deck for a new 
bait. Like all well troups when the 
audience grew thin the company moved on. 

Next to Rio de Janeiro, Montevideo is the 
finest city in the world south of the equator. 
It ia u clean and consequently a healthy city. 
The pelting rains that drench ite streets (all 
paved with cobble stones and the sidewalks 
with broad flagstones) force all the surface 
accretions into the sea and leave them (the 
streets) with the appearance of having been

1 legal enactment forbids men and women 
bathing together, but the adjacent portions of 
beach assigned to each are so near to- 
gether that a single boat, detailed from the life- 
saving service to hover near during bathing 
hours, is supposed to give sufficient security 
to both parties. The women dress as taste- 
fully for the water as for their every other ap 
pearance in public, but the bathing costume 
of the men reminds oneof the South Sea 
Islander. 

Education is very carefully attended to in 
Montevideo, the rich as well as the poor re- 
garding education as the first necessity of 
life. 


Formerly private teachers could secure en- 
viable salaries. Occasionally such an oppor- 
tunity may stillbe found. But this mode of 
instruction is now largely superseded by gov- 
ernment schools an private subscription 
schools. In the latter the courses of study and 
the prices of tuition are as various as the indi- 
viduals conducting them. In the former a 
thorough course of mental training is con- 
templated, including instruction in the 
various branches taught in the public 
schools of North Americaand in addition to 
these, religious instruction is given for which 
a Catholic priest is employed. Thus eve 
public school of Uruguay is virtually a chure 
school as truly as the many distinctively 
church schools both in the cities and rural dis- 
tricts. * * * * Notwithstanding this pre- 
caution however, itis claimed that the ten- 
dency of the public schools is to infidelity and 
that they are rearing up for Uruguay a gener- 
ation of sceptics. 


From the capital of Uruguay to the capital 
ofthe Argentine Republic is sixty miles, ‘‘as 
the crow flies,’’ but owing to sand bars, that 
distance is doubled by steamerroute. When 
the water is really calm the trip is a pleasant 
one, but a very slight breeze causes a nasty 
choppy motion’’ that to many makes the 
estuary more disagreeable that the ocean. 

The bill of fare on these boats will give 
some idea ot the food relished by these South- 
erners. It consists of twelve courses. It will 
be observed that ‘‘oil’’ is Dy no means an un- 
known quantity:

Wine and water were on the table throughout 
the meal. Few took the latter pure. Wine is 
the universal tabledrink. Asthe meal pro- 
gressed the joviulity increased. Both ladies and 
gentiemen remained seuted at the table during 
the smoking. A few ladies accepted the cigar- 
ette prepared for them by the nearest gentle - 
man, but smoking in publie is not a common 
practice among ladies of refinement. Women 
oi the — Classes are frequently seen on 
the streets with cigarettes in their mouths. 

An amusing feature of life in Buenos Ayres 
isthe ‘‘tambo,’’ a place for the supply of 
milk. Not only the peaceful cow, but the 
turbulent goat, and the placid mare are kopt 
for their milk alone. Mares are never worked 
and are kept for milking purposes alone. A 
‘‘traveling tambo’’ is the milk animal led 
through the streets by a halter, to be milked 
at the door of regular customers or anywhere 
that a chance customer presents himself. The 
milk is drawn into the cup or glass presented, 
and it is not unusual for the purchaser to 
drink it on the spot. The ‘‘tambo’’ then 
travels on until another cupful is wanted. A 
drink of warm milk may be had in this way for 
8 cents. 

The entire work is so interesting that we 
might fill columns with anecdotal and descrip- 
tive matter of this Kind.

The increase of added money and the con- 
sequent increase in the number of entries for 
the big stakes in America are creating a dis- 
cussion on the other side as to the advisa- 
bility of increasing the added mouey and the 
entrance fee for the Derby. John Porter, the 


trainer of the great 8-year-old Ormonde, be. 
lieves that the added money should be £5,000 
and the entrance lee, which is now £50, should 
be increased to £100. This would make the 
Derby, if there should be the same average of 
entries that there has been for the last lew 
years, worth about $80,000.

Their stable is out of form and there is nothing 
formidable in their string, unless Dew Drop 
suddenly improves. t year the famous 
filly went wrong in the spring, and came back 
to her form in the fall. he only trouble witao 
her u v seemsto be that she has bad too 
many hard races too close together.

The 
filiy isa great one, however, and is undoubt- 
ediy worth more than the Dwyers paid for her, 
although the — at the time to many seemed 
exorbitant. Pontico is now said to be broken 
down. Tom Martin also will not be seen atthe 
post this fall, which takes another of Dwyers’ 
speedy ones from competition in the races. 

The ease with which The Bard won the Sep- 
tember stakes at Sheepshead Bay on Thurs- 
day with 125 pounds on his back proves him 
to be the best 3 year-old out, especiaily over a 
distance of ground, and heis probably the 
best horsein training in America. If A. J. 
Cassatt, his owner, had only employed a com- 
petent jockey like Hayward to ride him in 
ali his stake races he would now have placed 
more.money to his credit than has Dew Drop.

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ECLIPSE, 


History of the Great Horse and His Victori- 
ous Career, 


The Chicago Herald tells an interesting tale 
of the great horse Eclipse: 

Un April 1, 1764, it says, during an eclipse of 
the sun, Spiletta,a mare belonging to the 
Duke of Cumberland, in England, gave birth 
to a chestnut colt, which he at once named 
Eclipse, in consequence of the heavenly phe- 
nomenon attendant upon his birth. He hada 


royal pedigree, tracing back his descent 
through the best of England’s horses to those 
fiying children of the desert which had been 
imported in the previous century. The Duke 
of Cumberland, uncie of George III., was a 
pares of piize-fi. hters and of the turf, and is 
nown in histo as Butcher Cumberiand, 
hero of Culloden. He died the year after the 
chestnut colt was born, and his stud was sold, 
Eclipse amonz the rest, who was bought by a 
man named Wildman. 
When he was 4 yeurs old Col. Dennis O’ Kelly 
—— Wildman 250 guineas for u hult interest in 
im, and shortly afterward ve 750 guineas 
for the remaining interest, and thus became 
his sole owner, O'Kelly entered Eclipse for a 
smull race at Epsom Downs. It was £50 entry 
for horses that had never won, £30 matches 
excepted. Eclipse was 5 years old, and this 
was his first 1ace. The day betore the race 
O Kelly took odds toa large amount, and just 
before the race bet even money, and then 
five and six to four that his borse would 
win. Nay, more, this noisy and obstrep- 
erous man offers a large amount of even 
money that he can place the horses. There 
are some horses in the race, so roy.

Ross’ Record. 

Duncan Ross, who claims to be the cham- 
pion general athlete of the world, is really a 
remarkable man. He holds the records in 
various fleid games. It was at Central Park in 


the city of San Francisco that he made the 
greater part of these records, and some of 
them are remarkable. In June, 1884, Davidson 
and Duffy, at fieid games in Scotland, broke 
inany of these existing records, and it was on 
& Wager to break the tecorde made by these 
two that Ross made an attempt in Central 
Park, on June 16, 1885. The judges were D. A. 
McDonald, Andrew Freeman, Daniel McLeod, 
W. 8. Steward and D R. McNeil. 

The first trial of the day was throwing the 
sixteen-pound bammer to break the record of 
103 ieet. On the second trial Ross threw 109 
teet 2 inches. In throwing the twelve pound 
hammer he threw the remarkable distance of 
131 feet and 6inches, the best previous record 
being 118 feet 6 inches. In throwing the 
twenty-one-pountl hammer, to break the rec- 
ord of 79 feet, he threw 82 ieet and 3% inches. 
In putting the sixteen-pound shot he failed to 
beat the record of 43 feet 442 inches, getting a 
record of only 42 feet 74 inches. In throwing 
the fifty-six pound weight be .again broke the 
record of-26 leet 1 inch, he succeeding in 
throwing 26 feet 6 inches. 

Ross bus made considerable money in his 
travels over the world as au athlete. He was 
originally a soldier in the British army, seeing 
service in South Africa and other parts of the 
world. While inthe army his great strength 
excited considerable surprise. After leaving 
the life of a soldier he commenced to develop 
us an athiete, and soon atter came to this 
country. He is his own manager and looks 
alter his own correspondence, of wuich he 
Las not a little.

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A FATAL FIGHT. 


Omer Belanger Kills Baptiste Sanfrason in 
the Squared Circle, 


At Ottawa, Ont., September 7, Omer Bel- 
anger and Baptiste Sanfrason, two local 
pugilists, had hard words over their respective 
pugilistic merits. It was decided to settle the 
question by going outside of the city, on the 
Aylmer road, and fight it out. They both ad- 
journed to a quiet spot and commenced to 
utter each other. After about fifteen min- 
utes of continuous slugging bad been in- 
duiged in, Sanfrason presented by far the 
worst appearance, notwithstanding that ne 
was olderand of heavier buiid than his op- 

nent. His was badly knocked and 
ruised, while one of his eyes was very much 
discolored and swolien. Belanger, on the con- 
trary, hardly showed any trace of the conflict. 
Maddened by the victory which seemed as- 
sured to his opponent, Sanfrason struck 
Belanger @ heavy biow on the right temple, 
knocking him instan to the ground. 
With such force was the biow delivered that 
Sanfrason disjointed his thumb in the effort. 
Belanger was at once picked up, and as every 
effort was made to restore him to conscious- 
ness, he was carried to his boarding-house on 
Wellington street, where he remained until 
this noon in a Comatose condition and then 
died. A Coroner's jury examination showed 
that deceased had been killed by the blow. A 
warrant was at once issued for the mu 
but so far Sanfrason bas avoided arrest.
